3 KILLED IN ROBBERY 
‘OF A PITTSBURGH BANK 
Cashier and His Assistant Slain 
by Thieves, Who Lose One of - 
Their Own Members. 


PITTSBURGH, May 14.—Three men 
were killed and five wounded, one prob- 


ably fatally, at Castle Shannon, a sub- 
urb, soon after noon today, when an at- 
tempt was made to rob the First Nation- 
al Bank there. D. H. McLean, cashier, 
and his assistant, Frank Erbe, were at, 
work when four men entered and or- 
dered them to throw up their hands. 

The robbers gan shooting immedi- 
ately, and when both bankers fell, the 
thieves gathered up all. the money in 
sight and ran into the street, where an 
automobile was waiting for them. George 
Beltzhoover, a magistrate, who had 
heard the shooting, caught up a shotgun 
and reached the bank just as the men 
came out. He raised his gun to fire and 
discovered it was unldaded as one‘of the 
bandits. fired at him and. another 
knocked him down with‘a bag of money. 
They then. ran to the automobile. 

Two jumped in and were driven away 
by the man in charge of the machine, 
while the other two ran toward the Cas- 
tle Shannon Golf Ciub near by. -They 
were pursued by a number of citizens 
and finally cornered, one of them being 
killed and the other escaping. 

Meantime a posse had followed: the 
others, and in a short time overtook 
them at Bridgeville, ten miles away, 
where both were wounded and captured. 

McLean and Erbe were taken to & 
Pittsburgh hospital, where both died. 

A. D. Robb, President of the bank, 
said after an examination that the rob- 
bers had obtained about $10,000, of which 

,000 had been recovered. Cashier Mc- 

fought desperately to save the 
money, fifteen empty cartridges and his 
revolver being found in front of the 
vault where he was finally shot down.

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FINDS MUCH FOOD 


Lower East Side Is Far More 
Careful, Director Brown 
Learns. : 


CONDUCTS. CITY INQUIRY 


Hotels Meet Successfully Many of 
the Problems Caused by 
High Prices. 


State and city forces having to do with 
the raising and distribution of the food 
supply are concentrating their efforts in 
a‘campaign for economy. 

Lucien P. Brown, director of pure 
foods and drugs of‘the Department of 
Health, estimates, after an investiga- 
tion, that almost twice as much food is 
wasted by persons living in Harlem and 
the upper end of Manhattan as by the 
residents of the lower east side. The re- 
sult of his investigation was made pub- 
lic yesterday, and in it he described 
some of the means adopted by the larger 
hotels to prevent waste. In this, he 
said, they were co-operating with the 
health officials. 

In the section between West 110th and 
155th Streets, the North River and Lenox 
Avenue, with an estimated population of 
234,748, Mr. Brown found that 540. cart- 
loads of food were thrown away each 
week as garbage. On the east side, in 
the. district bounded by the: East River 
and Lafayette Street, East Twelfth and 
Broome Streets, he found that only 297 
cartloads a week were taken away. 

One of the largest sources of wastage 
found, though not the most costly, was 
the throwing away of the outside leaves 
of cabbage, the greens of beets, celery, 
and caulifiower,- all of which, Mr. 
Brown. says, shouJd find a piace in the 
soup pot or should be used as table 
vegetables, as in France. Hundreds of 
things that are not sufficient in quan- 
tity for the next day’s use are thrown 
out insteadl of being used in combina- 
tion to make ——— dishes. 

‘Even. wit the préesent higher 
prices,’’ Director Brown reported, ‘“‘ and 
though they are feeding fewer persons, 
the’net returns in some hotels are about 
the same as heretofore. This is due to 
the close check on all foodstuffs. in 
one hotel the receipts from bread and 
butter served in one month amounted to 
over $1,000.’’ 

Hotels and resturants reported that 
there was little or no waste in ‘fish or 
meéat, while the greatest waste was in 
butter, milk, cream, and eggs. The rea- 
son for this was the making of rich and 
fancy pastry, but even this wastage was 
being reduced. In one hotel the steward 
adopted the plan of issuing potatoes to 
cooks only upon orders. 

Nearly all hotels and restaurants, Di- 
rector Brown found, were attemptin 
with success to cut down the brea 
wastage, and in some places this had 
been reduced to a minimum. In one 
hotel the wastage had been reduced 
from a barrel a day to a barrel a week. 
The report shows that as a result of 
high prices many hotels have discarded

THE STATE: POLICE. : 

Governor WHITMAN gavé assurances 
of the character of the State Constabu- 
lary when he made the right man, Major 
GEoRGE FLETCHER CHANDLER, Superin- 
tendent of that body, yet to be created. 
The Governor is an expert hand at 
politics. He beats the sly old profes- 
sionals of the Legislature at their own 
game; and they knuckled down to him 
with lamblike meekness toward the 
end of the session. - It is the more to 
his credit and his honor that he saw 
how fatal politics would-be to the State 
Constabulary. He kept politics out of 
it. Now Major. CHANDLER has selected 
as his deputy Percy E. BARBouR of 
Yonkers, a civil engineer, edjtor of 
The Engineering and Mining Journal, 
a former officer of the Twenty-second 
New York Engineers and of the Coast 
Artillery. A soldier and a gentleman, 
and no politician.

The fault lies with the people who 
must take the bonds if they shall. fail 
to do so. Too many are letting others 
do what they should, not from unwill- 
ingness to do their share, but from 
failure of personal perception of the 
issues involved.

There is 
no American man whose manhood is 
not concerned to help make democ- 
racy safe. 

The man who does not také what 
bonds he. can is in danger of having 
all that he has taken from him. He 
is saving his dollars at the cost of a 
memory that he failed at the hour of 
test. He is dishonoring his manhood 
and forfeiting, the esteem of those who 
are doirig more than they’ should be- 
cause he is doing less. "The war must 
sell the bonds, not: their terms. The 
Germans“will not practice a different 
war against us than against others. 
They will fight our friends just as 
they have done and so long as they 
are able. The Liberty Loan is mere- 
ly our insurance against such bitter 
experiences.

FALSE NEWS .OF BULLECOURT. 
Conclusive proof is at hand. of the 
importance of the British and French 
gains and of the seriousness of the 
situation for ‘Germany. This proof 
consists inthe false’reports about the 
‘fighting which the German Govern- 
ment is making to its*people. It is 
evident that the highest importance 
attaches to this fighting, importance 
So great that the German Government 
cannot afford to let the people know 
‘| how it is. going. A few days ago the 
Government, in addition to. issuing 
false reports of its own, went so far 
as to falsify the French bulletins, in 
order to keep from its people the news 
that the French had taken Craonne. 
Now it is the British advance which 
is*being kept secret from the people. 
The German official statement, issued 
by the Army Headquarters Staff, an- 
nounced the British attack on Bulle- 
court, but represented that it had 
failed, had “ broken down.” It waa 
admitted that the British had “ forced 
an entry” at Roeux, from which we 
Pmay infer that the staff is not so 
much concerned about the fate of 
Roeux as of Bullecourt. . 
The British attack on Bullecourt did 
not break down. The British have not 
only entered Bullecourt, but haVe al- 
most the whole 6f thé village In their 
posssession, having driven the Ger- 
mans out of everything but two isolat- 
ed posts. It is true that the whole of 
this success had not been achieved at 
the time ‘the German Staff issued -its 
false announcement, but the British 
were actually in the village and had 
taken the greater part of it. They had 
made precisely the same measure of 
advance at Bullecourt. as. at Roeux. 
Yet. the German Headquarters Staff, 
while ,admitting an “entry” into 
Roeux, falsely informed the people

-HONOR THE FLAG. ° 
‘ere is now before the Governor a 
bill regulating the use of’ the flag, of 
the country; it provides that. the ‘act 
“ shall not appiy to any act permitted 

“ by the statutes of the United States 
“ of America.” There is need that the 
flag should be saved from the indigni- 
ties inflicted upon it by those whose 
patriotism outruns their perception of 
the fitness of the uses they make of 
the flag. The flag ought not to be 
used for personal profit or adornment. 
It is not suitable for decorating hand- 
kerchiefs, or stockings, or newspapers, 
or jewelry, or countless other articles. 
The flag is the flag of the nation, not 
of the State, and its use should be 
reghlated by. Congress, not by the Leg- 
islature. 

In particular, it ought not to be reg- 
ulated by the Legislature in words 
which seem to permit -whateyer is not 
forbidden by the Federal statutes. That 
is too wide a liberty. If the meaning 
is that the State law should not apply 
to whatever is expressly authorized by 
the Federal statute, the words should 
be used. The existing law of the 
State was passed in 1905, and has 
since béen adopted in a score of States. 
It is a good enough law, and there are 
even stronger reasons for its limita- 
tion upon the misuse of the flag now 
than when it was passed. There are 
neither reasons for its amendment in 
this. manner nor authority in’ its 
favor. On the cantrary, the Mer- 
chants’ Association, the Reform Club, 
the Silk Association, and others have 
protested against an amendment of the 
law so crude and unreasonable. It 
would be better to amend the Federal 
law than the law of the twenty-odd 
States which have followed New York 
in the matter.

« Exhortations to 
economy are coming 
for War frdm~° many  direc- 
tions, and still Are 

Economy. neéded, presumably, 
by not a few people itn a country where 
extravagance has-been an admitted na~ 
tional fault. The recent ‘steady rise in 
the -price of practically everything has 
already served, however,’ to compel -the 
great majority of Americans to show a 
carefulness in expenditure: which the in- 
numerable lectures we have received in 
the past have never produced, and the 
prebabilities are that without that com- 
pulsion the present giving of. good ad- 
vice would be equally vain. 

But now the situation is complicated 
by the fact-that the preachers of econo- 
my are met by preachers of liks ear- 
nestness who warn al] and sundry, that 
any marked diminution of purchases 
will result: in making hard times still 
harder, and in throwing great numbers 
of men and women out of employment. 
There.is wisdom in both of teach- 
ings, as everybody can see, and no little 
confusion of mind has followed be- 
cause the listeners Ao the teachers are

metrically opposite, and that is always 
uncomfortable.. 

The difficulty arises ‘because of the at- 
tempt to lay down hard-and-fast rules 
on a subject to which they are not ap- 
plicable—from a failure to remember 
that economy, to be a virtue, must be 
practiced with discretion, and as a 
means to an end, -not as an end in 
itself. In the same way, expenditures 
are commendable or reprehensible, not 
as they are large or small, but as their 
consequences to the individual and to 
the public are good or bad. With these 
principles kept in-mind, it should not 
be hard to solve the various problems 
that arisc, though there are a few that 
wiit require some. thinking out. 

Yor instance, should one who could 
afford it, in the ordihary sense of that 


purchases of luxuries, or non-neces- 
saries, merely to create work for ar- 
tisans or shop folk who otherwise would 
be thrown into idleness because of the 
general tendency to reduced buying of 
such things? That would probably be 
a mistaken kindness, as it would delay 
the turning of such workers to occupa- 
tions in which their energies would be 
more profitably employed. 

A fairly safe rule-is for all to practice 
economy with respect to things that are 
high-priced: because of scarcity. Sim- 
plification of diet, for instance, is un; 
objectionable from any point of view, as 
it injures, none and helps many. 


Altogether too 
many people. con. 
Too, Needs cerning whose 
honesty and respon- 

orxanization. nothing is 
known except: to themselves are making 
the war an,excuse for collecting funds 
which may or may not go for the relief 
of the great conflict’s innumerable 
victims. The demands for money which 
are heard or seén as one passes along 
the street are open to special suspicion, 
not because all of them are made by 
swindlers of the professional beggar 
pt who never turn'over to anybody 
other than themselves what they can 
extort from a generous public, but be- 
cause some of them certainly come in 
that category, and, when real needs are 
so many and desperate, it is. intolerable 
that money should be wasted on the 
undeserving. 

Obviously, this street. collection, if al- 
lowed at all, should’ be strictly regu- 
lated and*done only under a police li- 
cense and with the proceeds subjected 
to a real accounting. 4 

As President Wrison said in his Red 
Cross address, last week, it is highly 
desirable that all of the relief activi- 
ties should be systematized and co- 
ordinated. Thus waste of effort through 
duplicated covering of the same ground 
can be avoided. Of course it is not de- 
sirable, and it would not be expedient, 
to carry this centralization so far 
as to discourage ‘individual labors for 
charities that happen to have made a 
special appeal to individual sympathy, 
but none who are thus engaged can 
reasonably object to putting themselves 
under such supervision as the Red Cross 
could probably best exercise, and honest 
people who are also sensible are always 
glad to have their accounts efficiently 
audited when they spend the money. of 
others, for others. : 

If a few. cases of malversation or mal- 
appropriation of war funds should: be 
disclosed, and there is more than a little 
likelihood of such scandals if the present 
methods of raising money for war pur- 
poses continue, the result will be a 
deplorable. chilling of the publio’s heart,

Free Glecdbutenet bina. of. the War a Sound 
Democratic Principle. 
‘Bt. Louis, May 12, 1917. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 
In the..present exigency of public af- 
fairs it would be a lamentable error on 
the part of Congress to establish any 


the discussion of this matter the news- 
papers obviously have less jthan their 
ordinary influence. Their judgment is 
supposed to’ be biased by an interested 
desire for the disseminafion of news. 


This fact.causes the situation to be par- 


ticularly dangerous. 
make a mistake. 

There \is probably no time when a na- 
tion is more completely dependent upon 
the courage and patriotic independence 
of the press than during war. 

The spettacle of a great democracy 
preparing for war is naturally amusing 
to its enemies. All its inherent faults 
come conspicuously into evidence. Nine- 
tenths of the persons: intrusted with 
powers. of government are the products 
of political conditions. The politician's 
habit of mind is recessarily present. 
Washington: is. full of people wanting 
things. Political bogies will loom up to 
influence action in spite of the exor- 
cism of patriotic feeling. The habitual 
influence. of interested and selfish or- 
ganizations exerts constant pressure. 
Hardened prejudices which have grown 
up in times of peace prevent efficiency. 
The public. needs protection against 
these tendencies. 

Democracies are never ready for war; 
it is one of their merits. This is the 
reason why, as has been recently point- 
ed out by Mr. Root, the world will never 
have any assurance of permanent peace 
until democratic principles. of govern- 
ment prevail everywhere. The elimina- 
tion of dynastic forms of government 
is the best means to this end. 

When war, therefore, is inevitable for 
a. republic there are bound to be mis- 
takes, The anly possible means of cor- 
recting these as they occur is through 
the press; otherwise, they may harden 
into disasters. 

It is the natural tendency of men in 
public office, "conscious ef patriotism 
and loaded with extensive responsibility, 
to be restive and indignant at criticism. 
Much of what is said of them is likely 
to be based upon insufficient informa- 
tion or to be touched by ‘political mo- 
tives. Much of it is absolutely unfair 
and malicious. _ Nevertheless, these 
faults are the price which must be 
paid for the benefit which comes from 
the expression of the intelligent thought 
of the country. To lash this thought 
with the whip of governmental suppres- 
sion is the worst possible remedy, The 
people of the United States, of all par- 
ties and trends of thought, are anxious 
to back the’ Government with the full 
measute of patriotic support. Only a 
very few in the country’ at large are en- 
gaged in: obstructive practices. These 
peopl¢ are rapidly becoming known and 
their activities curbed. 

The possible, even probable, errors 
which the feminatntion may fall into 
are these: 

1, In the legislation made necessary by 
the war, sound constitutional principles 
may be. overlooked, creating dangerous 
precedents for the future. | 

2. In the matter of taxation, where the 
Protests of interested classes’ are uitder 
suspicion, great injustices may. be done. 

8. In the formation of the army, Politics, 
class feeling, favoritism; and personal 
prejudices may get in the way of fairness 
and efficiency. In the letting of contracts 
graft may make its appeardnce, In the in- 
dustrial tions which must proceed 
on’ extensive scales favoritism. may be 
shown, Red tape methods may stand in 
the way of efficiency. Governmental 
cliques desirous of retaining power - and 
prestige in their own hands may neglect 
a large Part of the ability and talent of the 
ceuntry. Personal antagonisms, official 
smaliness, pride of opinion, and litary 
prejudice may stand fn the way of - 
sary and radical reforms of methods/ 

4. In the effort to preserve secrecy with 
respect to military objects errors may be 
made which, publicity would rectify, It 
must be remembered in this connéction that 
our enemies will at all times, through 
thelr spy systems, know quite as much 
of our affairs as the public knows. There 
is lesa danger in publicity than in secrecy. 
To get the benefit, therefore, of full, 

fair, independent and patriotic criticism 
of the -people’s. government the news- 
papers .should be allowed to know and 


comment upon events as they occur. Any 
censorship which. tends to curtail or 
terrorize free discussion of men and 
measures will be epee of more evil 
than it corrects.’

The State census or inventory of the 
military resources of New York will not 
be undertaHen until the completion of 
the taking of the Federal census, it was 
definitely anrfounced yesterday by BE. P. 
Goodrich, director in charge.of the 
work, with headquarters at the Bureau’ 
of Municipal Research, 261 Broadway. 

‘Phe State census will embrace persons 
from .16 to 50 years and of both sexes. 
Every person who comes within these 
age limits will be asked to answer 
thirty-four questions and twenty-seven 
sub-questions. Refusal. to answer may 
be epunished by. arrest and. a prison 
sentence. not to exceed six months. Upon 
release, if still refusing, another six) 
months’ sentence may be given, .Upon 
the. third refusal an indefinite sentence 
can imposed.

Germans Whip Those Falling lil, 
Men Who Escaped Say. 


_ WITH THE BRITISH “ARMIES :IN 
‘FRANCE, May 1,. (Correspondence. of 
The Associated Press.)—Three British 
soldiers, who have just succeeded in es- 
capu.x from a German prison camp a 
few mites back of the fighting lines, tell 
a pitiable story of their treatment by 
the enemy. They declared there was a 
great deal of sickness in the camp due 
to. fatigue and starvation. 
‘If we showed the slightest -disposi- 
‘tion-to go sick,” said orie of the men to- 
day, ‘‘we were either thrashed with 
whips or struck with the butt end of e 
rifle.’’ 

Although this soldier had -been in 
—— hands: only three months, he had 
dropped in weight from 182 pounds to 
108. He was a living skeleton. His tect 
had been frozen and were gangrenous 
for lack of treatment. The men had 
neither overcoats. ner blankets during 
the coldest weather of the Winter. When 
captured in a Fog they wore leather 
jackets. ‘These the Germans took away 
from them immediately. The Germans 
also stripped the rubber’ lining from 
their prisoners’ -shrapnel helmets and 
took away their regimental badges for 
the brass that was in them 

One of the men was badly wounded 
making the perilous trip across No 
Man’s Land at the end of the escape. 
For food the prisonérs received daily a 
—— loaf..of. bread, one ꝓlato of thin 
soup, a ut every second day: a cup 
of weak coffee substitute. On a few oc- 
casions they had a bit of meat about the 
size of a lump of sugar. ntly the 
men were compelled to work so near 
front they came under shell fire from 
the British guns. This was an excep- 
tional instance, however, they ie 

The French prisoners were constan 
employed just back of the at tine 
and suffer many casualties, but in 
come oa were better treated than —* 
English. It. was strange to hear this 
story ‘in view of the sleek appearance of 
the German prisoners in English hands, 
all well fed, well nourished,- paid for 
their bits of labor and per itted to: buy 
comforts at the eante@ns undér the same 
conditions as/the Tommies.
